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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Roland E. Long, Jr. on 01/14/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: Delete paragraphs 5, 6, and 29. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A towing 
arrangement for a train coupler, comprising: a plate; a bar, including an axially 
projecting pin at a rear end of the bar that projects through a through-hole in the plate; 
shock-absorbing spring members supported on the pin on each side of the plate, the 
shock-absorbing members operative to hold the pin in a starting position in relation to 
the plate, and the pin connected to the bar is axially movable in said through-hole 
against an operative action of the shock-absorbing members; and a mandrel, including 
the plate and a cylinder, the cylinder extending rearward from the plate and having a 
cone at a free, rear end opposite the plate, wherein, the mandrel is inserted into a 
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deformation tube that comprises a wide front tube section transforms, via a waist, into a 
thin rear tube section that is deformable by a penetration of the mandrel axially into the 
deformation tube in a buff direction, and the mandrel is configured to be positively 
arrested in a draft direction by a clamp ring, the clamp ring being in threaded 
engagement with the forward end of the deformation tube, the clamp ring supporting a 
shoulder in the forward end of the mandrel in the draft direction, is seen as an 
unobvious improvement over the art of record.
